Jewelers Say TheyWere Swindled 
with the Boston Bank’s Paper. 


‘PRISONER, KNOWS  GOSLIN 


New Complainants Against the 
perial Trustee Crowd—Police Sure 
There Was a Big Swindle. 


The Post Office authorities and the po- 


lice are beginning to realize that with the} 


arrest of the five promoters of the Im- 
perial Trustee Company of Jersey City 
and the Hanover Bank of Boston on Mon- 
day, and that of William Leary, a young 
| broker, yesterday, they are getting on the 
| track of a new wrinkle in “ high finance ”’ 
j}and a well systematized and highly ef- 
fective scheme which may have netted 
the originators hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

The arrest of William Leary was a di- 
rect outcome of the announcement in the 
; newspapers of the arrest of Foster Hoop- 
er, Vice President of the Hanover Bank 
}in Boston, and has brought to light a 
rew phase of the peculiar methods for 
getting money for which that institution 
was used as a vehicle. According to In- 
spector McLaughlin, head of the Detect- 
ive Bureau, Leary has admitted to the po- 
lice that Alfred R. Goslin, who variously 
has been known as the ‘ Machiavelli of 
Finance” and ‘Old Moriarty of Wall 
Street,’”’ had a hand in the game. To a 
| TiMEs reporter, who found his way yes- 
terday to Goslin’s downtown retreat, Gos- 
lin denied indignantly, however, that he 
knew Leary or any of the promoters of 
the bank or the Imperial Trustee Com- 





pany. 

The Hanover Bank was acquired and 
reorganized by the Imperial Trustee Com- 
pany promoters in June last year. It

| business. It developed through Leary’s 
| arrest that some of the bank’s officials 
| had induced complainants now appearing

William Leary, who is an athletic-look- 
ing young man of 30, said to be -well 
connected, a college man, and football 
piayer, was arrested by Detective Ser- 
geant McConville of the Detective Bureau 
j}at his office, 127 Fulton Street. He lives 
|in good style at 658 Park Place, Brook- 
The police declare that he has got 
dealers in diamonds and jewelry 
in the Maiden Lane district stuff worth 
thousands of dollars by means of cer- 
tificates of deposit in the Hanover Bank 
of Boston. The complainants against 
Leary declare that the certificates they 
|} received were worthless. 

Five of the certificates, each for $1,000, 
iwere found on Leary when he was 
searched at Police Headquarters. Four 
|} other certificates for the same amount 
have been handed over to the detectives 
by persons who declare they have been 
swindled by Leary. The police declare 
that before they are through with the 
broker at least a dozen complainants will 
|appear against him with similar charges, 
and that methods of the same nature have 
been used for a similar purpose by others 
| for whom the detectives are now looking. 
After Leary had been closely questioned 
jat Police Headquarters by Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin, he was taken to the Tombs 
Court, arraigned before Magistrate Walsh 
and held in $3,000 bail. His counsel of- 
; fered as bondsman a builder in Astoria, 
lL. I., who pledged a Gramercy Park 
house as surety for Leary’s apperance in 
court. Assistant District Attorney Miner, 
who has charge of the bond department, 
decided, however, to avail himself of the 
| statutory forty-eight hours to investigate 
| the security, and, pending this, the broker 
was locked up fn the Tombs. 

When Leary was arraigned before Mag- 
istrate Walsh, three of the diamond deal- 
ers who accuse him of having swindled 
them appeared in court and told their 
stories. The complainant of record is 
Chester W. Smith of 127 Water Street, 
who swears that he has lost $975 by doing 
business with the prisoner. 

Smith says that he became acquainted 
with Leary through a Bowery diamond 
dealer named Rabinowitz. Leary wanted 
to buy some diamonds for his wife, and 
after having selected $975 worth, tendered 
|one of the $1,000 certificates of deposit in 
payment. All of these notes are dated 
| Dec. 20, 1905, and are made payable by 
jthe bank within eix months, with inter- 
est at the rate of 4 per cent. 

The police say that the scheme has 
been in operation for about two months, 
and that unless it had been stopped it 
might have run right up to the day the 
certificates fall due, which would give the 
operators plenty of time to-negotiate a 
sufficient number of them to make it

One of these was 
Louis D. Folkart, a diamond dealer of 14 
John Street, who said he had been intro- 
duced to Leary by the son of a man who 
has been known to do considerable busi- 
ness on the curb in the stocks promoted 
by Alfred R. Goslin, the man of many 
arrests and few convictions. Folkart told 
| Magistrate Walsh yesterday that to make 
{sure that the certificate of deposit given 
|him by Leary was good he wrote to the 
bank inclosing the paper, and that it came 
back stamped “ Certified,”’ accompanied 
by a letter from McNichol speaking of 
Leary in the highest terms. Folkart then 
accepted the certificate, giving Leary $300

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PRESIDENT SAYS HAZING 
PENALTY IS TOO HARSH 


Wants Law Providing for Dis- 
missal of Midshipmen Modified. 


EXPLAINS PARDON OF MILLER 

Believes Court-Martial Unnecessary 

Except in Serious Cases—Admiral 
Sands Says Fighting Wi!l Stop. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—President 


| Roosevelt has asked that the law against 
hazing at the Naval Academy at Annapo- |, 


lis be modified so that midshipmen need 


| not be tried by court-martial for this of- 


fense and dismissal need not be the pen- 
alty in all cases. He sent a letter to-day 
to Senator Hale and Representative Foss, 


| Chairmen of the Naval Committees of the 


two houses, reading as follows: 

‘‘I have directed that a pardon be is- 
sued’ to John Paul Miller, a midshipman 
a: the United States Naval Academy, re- 
cently convicted of ‘hazing’ and sen- 
tenced to dismissal from the Academy. 
In the discussion of this case my atten- 


tion has been called forcibly to the un-/| 
| satisfactory condition of the law on this 
| subject, 


“A midshipman accused of hazing, 
whether the extent of his offense be great 
or small, must be tried by court-martial. 
The findings of such a court, if approved 
by the Superintendent of the Academy, 
are declared final and cannot be reviewed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, 
by me, and neither the court itself por 
the Superintendent nor the Secretary of 
the Navy has any discretion as to the 
punishment to be imposed. 

“It is declared that, in all cases of 
conviction, the offender shall be dis- 
missed and be ineligible for appointment 
as a commissioned officer of the army, 
navy, or marine corps, during a specific 
time. These provisions of law seem to 
me neither just nor judicious, and I am 
seriously concerned at the injury which 
I fear may be done to the discipline of 
the academy and even to the future effi- 
ciency of the navy if they are permitted 
to remain in force” without amendment. 

“‘T heartily disapprove of the practice of 
hazing, and, in common with all those in- 
terested in the welfare of the Academy, 
wish to see this practice thoroughly erad- 
icated there. But the punishment of dis- 
missal is altogether disproportionate to 
the culpability involved in some forms of 
hazing. 

“‘In many cases these amount to nothing 
more than exhibitions of boyish mischief, 
attended with no consequences of any mo- 
ment to those hazed, and indicating on the 
part of the hazers only some exuberance 
of animal spirits. 

“Unquestionably they ought to be pun- 
ished, for under any circumstances haz- 
ing constitutes a breach of the rules, and 
the future officers of our navy must be 
taught, first of all and as a foundation for 
all other merits, strict and unquestioning 
obedience. But to punish these faults of 
youth by depriving the young man con- 
cerned of his career in life is to commit a 
glaring injustice. 

** Moreover, it frequently defeats the ob- 
ject of the law itself by causing the of- 
fender's fault to be forgotten in the sym- 
pathy felt for his misfortune, so that it 
becomes hard to get a conviction, and 


when one is obtained, the pressure is very 
great on Congress to pass a law restoring 
the offender. 

‘“‘In addition, this disproportionate pun- 
ishment of what may be a trivial offense 
may result in depriving the Government 
of a promising officer on whose education 
it has already expended several thousands 
of dollars, 


*‘] do not mean that dismissal is too} 


severe a penalty for any form of hazing; 
on the contrary, when hazing is a mere 
pretext for brutality and involves cruel 
and ignominous treatment of the less ex- 
perienced, and therefore more helpless, 
midshipmen, I should be glad to see it 
punished even more severely. But it 
fcems clear to me that to impose dis- 
missal as the one invariable penalty for 
the offense, without any regard to the at- 
tendant circumstances, is altogether in- 
detensible. 

In the case of Midshipman Miller the 
Navy Department in recommending his 
pardon expressed the opinion that he 
ought to be punished, but that to punish 
him with dismissal would be a greater in- 
justice, under the circumstance of his 
case, than to let him go unpunished alto- 
gether. I share this opinion, and it has 
dictated my course in this instance. 

“I think, further, that it is an error to 
try midshipmen accused of hazin 
court-martial. There should be a discre- 
tlonary power lodged in some adminis- 
trative officer or body to deal summarily 
with such offenses. In none of our col- 
leges or universities is it considered nec- 
essary that a siudent whose conduct is 
unsatisfactory, and who is believed to be 
an Injury to other students, should be 
found guilty beyond a reasonable doubt 
by judicial tribunal of an offense stated 
and established with technical accuracy 
before he can be separated from the in- 
stitution. 

“Such a requirement would we 4isas- 
trous to the good order and discipline of a 
college or university, and there is even 
greater likelihood of its producing these 
unfortunate results at our academy. 
Whether’ this distretionary authority 
should be intrusted to the Secretary of 
the Navy or to the Superintendent, sub- 
ject to the Secretary's. approval, ‘or to 
the academic council with the like pro- 
viso, is of altogether subordinate im- 
portance. 

““ What seems to me of real moment and 
no less real urgency is that it should be 
lodged somewhere, and that the present 
cumbrous, uncertain, and otherwise high- 
ly objectionable method of enforcing the 
law against this particular offense should 
be done away with. I see no objection, 
however, to the department being allowed, 
in its discretion, to try midshipmen at the 
academy by court-martial for hazing or 
other offenses, if by reason of peculiar 
circumstances the Secretary of the Navy 
should think this course proper to attain 
the ends of justice. 

““T have written to you thus fully and 
frankly because I learn that there js un- 
der consideration by your committee a 
bill, or perhaps several bills, intended to 
remedy the present very unsatisfactory 
condition of the law. I express nd opinion 
as to any matters of detail connected with 


this suggested legislation, but I would see | 


with much regret the present session of 
Congress end without some remedy being 
found for a situation full of embarrass- 


}ment for the Navy Department and of

Treasurer of Federal Clay Company | 


i * Shoots Himself.

| Henry A. Nobbs, Secretary and Treas- 
jurer of the Federal Clay Manufacturing 
'Company, a fireproofing concern with 
| $5,000,000 capital and offices at 170 Broad- 
way, was found dead yesterday in the 
Hotel Royal, at Paterson, N. J. He had 
} shot himself. 
| Before committing suicide he mailed a 
letter to one of his intimate friends tell- 
ling of his intention, and it was the alarm 
| sent by this friend to the police in this 
city as well as in Paterson that led to the 
discovery of his body. 
It was learned from this friend, H. F. 
Harrison, who was also a business asso- 
| ciate, that Nobbs had. disclosed the rea- 
| son for his act in the letter, but this rea- 
‘son Mr. Harrison would not divulge. The 
business associates of the dead man dis- 
| played equal reticence, but it could not 
be learned that any irregularities in his 
conduct of the affairs of the Federal Clay 
Manufacturing Company were even sus- 
pected. 


Mr. Nobbs reached the Paterson Hotel ; 


on Monday night and went to a room 
after having registered as ‘‘H. A. Will- 
jams.’ He called for writing paper at 
}once and spent some time in writing let- 
| ters, which he was seen to mail. He re- 
| tired to his room after that and was not 
heard of again during the night. Nobody 
in the house heard any shot. 

When the proprietor of the hotel was 
asked over the telephone yesterday morn- 
ing if a man named Nobbs had killed 
himself there in the night, he asked his 
| clerk if all the guests were up. He was 
; told that ‘‘ Willlams”’ had not yet ap- 
| peared. 

As it was then 11 o'clock the proprietor 
|ordered an investigation. It resulted in 


| the finding of the body stretched on the 
loor. A revolver was still clutched by 
he fingers of the right hand. Apparently 
Mr. Nobbs had wrapped his heavy over- 
|coat around his head to muffle the sound 
lof the shot. Only one shot had been fired, 
and it must have caused death instan- 
taneously. A few hours later Mr. Har- 
'rison arrived and identified the body. 
Mr. Nobbs was about 40. years old, and 
had been living with his wife and six 
Ee on West Anderson Street, Hack-

ensack. He had a fine home and mixed 
freely in the social life of the place, but 
no extravagance was ever observed in his 
establishment.

MOTHER KILLS 4 CHILDREN. 
Bogton Woman Then Ends Her Own 
Life with Gas. 

BOSTON, Feb. 6.—A woman and four 
children were found dead in bed at their 
home, 29 Dennis Street, in the Roxbury 
district, to-night. An investigation by 
the police indicated that the woman, 
Mrs. Annie IL. Dixon, killed the children 
and herself by opening three gas jets. 
The dead are Mrs. Dixon, Annie Dixon, 
aged 5 years; George Dixon, 3% years; 
Mildred Dixon, 2 years, and Marion Dixon, 
1 year. 

The bodies were discovered in a bed- 
room by the woman's husband, Arthur B. 
Dixon, when he returned home from 
work early in the evening. 
the house securely locked and was obliged 
to break in the front door. 

He told the police that he left home at 
6 o’clock in the morning to go to his 
work in a boot-blacking factory. At that 
time his wife was up, the children were 
all awake, and he did not notice anything 
unusual, 

The police learned that in the morning 
Mrs. Dixon went to a near-by store and 
asked that a quarter of a dollar be given 
to her for two dimes and a nickel. 
storekeeper understood her to say that 
|} she wanted to deposit the quarter in a 
| gas meter. 

It is supposed that the woman, after re- 
turning home, undressed the children and 
put them to bed. The bedroom was a 
small one, but there were three gas jets 
in it, The gas was turned on for several 
hours before the amount called for by the 
deposit of the coin was exhausted. 
Dixon is 31 years old and his wife was 
27. They had been married for about six 
years. Of late Mrs. Dixon had not been 
in good health.

"IN ROBBING PEDDLER 


| 
'Victim Is Dead and Two Women 


| Desperately Ill. 


BOOTY WORTH ABOUT $300 


Glib Stranger Persuaded Kessler to 
Show His Hoard—Liquor Was 
Sent For and Drugged. 


A thief who used drugs to stupefy his 
victims committed murder on the east 
side yesterday, killing a man and making 
two women so ill that one may die also, 
The man who is dead was Wolf Kessler, a 
brush peddler; the women who are sert- 
ously ifl from the effects of the knock-out 
potion are Dora Kessler, the dead man’s 
mother, who is 80 years old, and the other 
Tessie Schacmensky. They all live in 
basement rooms at Scammel Street, 
which is a short, narrow thoroughfare, 
running from 299 East Broadway south to 
Water Street. The Kesslers live on one 
side in the basement, Tessie Schacmensky 
across the hallway. 

About the last place in New York City 
in which a thief might expect to find dia- 
monds is in that basement home. Yet 
they were there and caused the murder. 
The brush peddler’s neighbors say he was 
often seen looking into jewelers’ win- 
dows on the east side, admiring the wares 
he saw there. It is supposed that he iIn- 
vested his small savings in jewelry. The 
thief evidently had heard that Kessler 
| had valuables, but was not sure where 
| they were. 

To find out he visited the Kessler home 
}on Monday evening. He came with the 
tia that he wanted to rent a room in

that locality. He had fortified himself 
with the name of a family whom the 
| Kesslers knew, but who have gone to 
murope. He was a sociable fellow, too, 
and talked glibly about many residents 
on the east side, playing meanwhile with a 
gorgeous watch chain. 

He suggested that they have something 


| to drink, and sent out for something—beer 
lor whisky. Which, is not clear. Kessler, 
who saw the watch chain and a flashing 
j}ring which the visitor wore, refraine 
| from asking about them at first. When 
| he did the visitor produced a heavy yellow 
watch. Morris Levine, a neighbor, heard 
them wrangling as to whether it was gold 
or plated. 
“It’s plated,” 
Kessler declare.

To prove that he knew a thing or two 
abcut jewelry, Kessler did what the vis- 
|itor wanted him to do. He went to a 
bureau drawer and produced his little pile 
of diamond jewelry. 

The visitor left, promising to come to 
| live with the Kesslers. He said he would 
| return the next morning, and he did. 

Kessler’s wife, Ritka, left her home 
| shortly before 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
| ing to visit some one in the neighborhood. 
; She returned to the flat abvut 11 o'clock. 
| As soon as she entered her little base- 
!ment home she saw her aged mother-in- 

law, Dora Kessler, sitting rigid on a 
chair beside the stove. She shook her, 
| but she did not speak. 

Then she rushed into the 
room, and there she found her husband 
|! lving on a lounge. He, too, was uncon- 
scious. - She ran screaming out upon the 
| street and found Policeman Krouse. She 
had noticed in running from the flat 

that a whisky bottle and a glass stood 
upon the table. The police would very 
much like to get a hold of this whisky 
bottle, but it was missing last night. 

Kressler and his aged mother were hur- 
ried to Gouverneur Hospital. There Kress- 
ler died without regaining consciousness. 
| His mother's life was still trembling in 
the balance last night because of her 
extreme age, but the physicians attending 
her said that she might live. 

The first place to which 
| Murtha and Flay went when they began 
'thetr investigatjons was the flat across 
ithe narrow hallway. They found a doctor 
from the neighborhood working over a 
|woman. She had taken some kind of

mensky rooms. They thereupon made up 
| their minds to arrest all in the flat on 
“ suspicion." The persons whom_ they 
arrested were Peter Wallen, John Schali, 
and Petro Chromeinsky. Chromeinsky was 
a visitor at the flat merely, and lives at 
666 Water Street. 

From Tessie Schacmensky 
|} other sources the police got a fairly good 
| description of the man they want. He is 
a Russian, somewhere between 22 and 25 
years old, abolit 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
weighing about 165 pounds, smooth 
jshaven, with swarthy complexion, dark 
clothes and dark overcoat. 

The bureau drawer which Kessler had 
so indicated on Monday evening was 
found pried open, as well as a little trunk 
jin the room. Only jewelry was taken.

They Gravely Prod Cadets, Who 
Dare Not Smile. 


Doors That Open Automatically, Bak- |

According to Sir Chentung Liang- 


Cheng, the Chinese Minister, the members | 


of the Chinese High Commission who are 
investigating us very thoroughly had the 
time of their lives yesterday when they 
visited the West Point Military Academy. 
The Minister put it in just that way, and 
he went on to say that never before had 
the commissioners seen such a magnifi- 
cent institution for the training of young 
men. 

Tuan Fang, Viceroy of Cheh-Kiang 
and Fu-Kien, who rules over 55,000,000 
people, takes the keenest interest in every- 
thing he sees here. Tai Hung-Chi, his col- 
league, who although not a ruler, is Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in China, is also 4 
keen investigator. While the party were 
on their way from West Point in their 
special train yesterday afternoon the re- 
porter asked Sir Chentung to get an ex- 
pression of opinion from the commis- 
sioners. 

“West Point is the greatest institution 
we have ever seen,”’ they replied through 
the Minister. ‘‘ The combination of men- 
tal and physical training there is marvel- 
ous.”’ 

“The Commissioners desire to say 
through the newspapers,’ Sir Chentung 
continued, ‘‘ that they very much appre- 
ciate the courtesies which have been ex- 
tended to them. On every hand they have 
had the most charmirg expressions of 
American hospitality.” 

A feature of yesterday’s trip of the 
special cgmmission was the meeting with 
the two Chinese cadets who are studying 
at the academy. Both are plebes, being 
now in their second year. They are 
Ting Chia Chen and Wing Hsing Wen, 
known in the post as Chen and Wen, 
and they are from the Province of Can- 
ton. The Commissioners got the first 
glimpse of their countrymen when the 
eadets marched in to mess. The young 
men, however, acting under the strict 
discipline of West Point, marched straight 
ahead, glancing neither to right nor left, 
and took their seats at their mess table. 

Half an hour later, while the party was 
monies over Cullum Memorial Hall, where 
an impromptu reception was held, Chen 
and Wen, resplendent tn full uniform, 
marched into the hall.
